Blumeyer Refutes State- 
ment That Public Hous- 
ing Projects Are ‘Un- 
American and Social- 
istic.”

JEFFERSON CITY, March 12— 
Chairman Arthur A. Blumeyer of 
the St. Louis Housing Authority, 
in recent letters to mayors of Mis- 
souri municipalities, sharply an- 
swered attacks mace by the Mis- 
souri Real Estate Association on 
the pending bill to grant tax ex- 
emption to slum clearance hous- 
ing in St. Louis and Kansas City. 

The association sent correspond- 
ence to the mayors last month 
expressing opposition to the bill 
and asking for their assistance in 
its defeat. Copies of Blumeyer’s 
letters in reply were distributed to 
legislators here yesterday, in an- 
ticipation of early consideration 
of the measure in fhe House. | 

Blumeyer pointedly refuted 
charges by the powerful real es- 
tate lobby that slum clearance, 
public housing erected for the 
benefit of low income families 
with the assistance of federal 
funds, is “un-American and 80 
cialistic.” 5 

He noted that reat estate inter- 
ests have for many years readily 
accepted government assistance 
through the Federal Home Loan 
Bank Administration and through 
FHA insurance on residential 
mortgages. Federal assistance for 
construction of low-rent public 
housing has the same objectives as 
the other programs in aiding the 
production of housing and clear- 
ance of slums, he said. 

“The real estate brokers obtain 
assistance for the private investor, 
the cities obtain agsistance for its 
lowest income classes,” Blumeyer 
deciared. “Do the real estate in- 
terests desire repeal of FHA 
statutes on the ground it is so- 
cialistic? 

“The program of slum clearance 
in providing decent housing for 
those unfortunates unable to pro- 
vide decent housing for themselves 
is not socialistic or un-American, 
it is an accepted governmental 
function, as is assistance for old 
age, indigent poor, insane, direct 
relief and hospitals. In fact, 40 
states already have this enabling 
legislation.” 

Blumeyer told the mayors that 
the two existing housing projects 
in St. Louis now voluntarily pay, 
in lieu of taxes, 10 per cent of 
the net rental income to the city, 
state and schools. “Will the real 
estate interests in your city agree 
to pay you 10 per cent of the net 
rental income?” he asked. 

He pointed out the state would 
lose no revenue by additional pub- 
lic housing construction in St. 
Louis. Before construction of the 
two properties, he said, the state 
received $795 a year in taxes on 
the slum sites. The state now re- 
ceives $1688 a year in voluntary 
payments, he said. 

Paul J. Kaveney, attorney for 
the Housing Authority, has pre- 
pared and distributed to lawyer- 
Jegisiators a statement supporting 
the constitutionality of the bill. 
A spokesman for the real estate 
interests had charged that hous- 
ing properties could not be exempt 
from property taxes because they 
are not charitable in nature. 

Kaveney’s statement cited deci- 
sions of courts in Illinois, Arkan- 
sas, and Pennsylvania 
holding that similar housing fa- 
cilities in cities of their states 
were used exclusively for char- 
itable purposes. 

He pointed out the Missouri Su- 
preme Court, in a case involving 
tax exemption on a St. Louis hotel 
operated by the Salvation Army, 
that a charity “may restrict its 
admissions to a class of humanity 
and still be public.”

He said 
he tried to rivive her with a cold 
towel but she was dead. 

Examination of the body at the 
Morgue showed that her legs, fore- 
arms and face were badly scalded 
and blistered, There were finger- 
nail scratches on her neck, shdul- 
ders and body. Detective Sgt. Ed- 
ward Kelly of the Research Labor- 
atory said she appeared to have 
been dead several hours. There 
were no signs of disorder in the 
room. 

O'Donnell told police both he 
and Miss Wilson had taken a sed- 
ative when they retired about 
9:30, There were about 14 tablets 
left when they went to sleep, he 
said, but.when police arrived they 
found only four. O’Donnell said 
they had had several drinks before 
retiring. : 

He told police he met her in a 
Chicago tavern last Wednesday. 
Sne told him she had been living 
with a man named Madden but 
had left him, Then she went 
with O'Donnell to a Chicago hotel. 
where they stayed for three days. 
Next they went to Kansas City, 
O'Donnell related, and stayed in 
a hotel there. His brother, Walter, 
met them there and lent them 
$100, O'Donnell said, They arrived 
in St. Louis at 6 o’clock last night 
and went to the hotel. 

Miss. Wilson was about 30 years 
old, She was small and had brown 
eyes and reddish brown hair. She 
told O'Donnell that her mother 
lives in a small town near Los 
Angeles, O'Donnell is 37.

During His 21-Minute Address 


Cheers Absent, Handclapping Seems Almost 
Perfunctory as President Departs After 
. Speech in Packed House Chamber.

WASHINGTON, March 12 — 
President Truman's plea for aid 
to Greece and Turkey was re- 
ceived cautionsly at a joint ses- 
sion of Congress today. 

The President was applauded as 
he entered the House chamber and 
again as he finished his 21-minute 
speech and departed. But in the 
course of the address there were 
only three instances of handclap- 
ping, and those were desultory. 

The first came after he assured 
his listeners the United States 
would supervise the distribution of 
any funds; the second after he 
said we could not secure our ob- 
jectives unless we were willing 
to help those fighting the imposi- 
tion of totalitarian regimes, and 
the third after he said the alterna- 
tive course to that which he pro- 
posed was even more serious. 


Senators and Representatives, 
members of the cabinet. and the 
diplomatic corps and packed gal- 
leries rose and clapped as the 
President was escorted into the 
chamber. There was some sus- 
tained cheering from the Dem 
cratic side of the House. b 


When he leit, however, the 
cheering was absent. The ap- 
plause seemed almost perfunctory 
and was cut short by the rap of 
Speaker Martin’s gavel. 

The President wore a dark blue- 
gray double-breasted business suit 
and a conservative blue and gray 
striped tie. He brought with him 
a loose-leaf notebook, from which 
he read his speech, and copies of 
the address in brown envelopes 
which he handed to Martin and 
Senator Vandenberg, president pro 
tem of the Senate. 


Truman delivered his address in 


a clear, unfaltering voice. He 
paused once, just before dis- 
cusing the implications of his pro- 
posals, to take a long drink of 
water from a glass placed on a 
towel beside the lectern. 


When he had finished the 
speech, he shut the notebook with 
a snap and descended from the 
dais. One of the first to shake his 
hand was Representative Halleck 
(Rep.), Indiana, majority floor 
leader, a member of his escort. 
Halleck wés followed by Senators 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio, White (Rep.), 
Maine and Connally (Dem.) Texas, 
also members of the escort group. 

Among those who heard the 
President were Lord Inverchapel, 
the British Ambassador, and Paul 
Economou-Gouras, Greek Charge 
d' Affaires. Dean Acheson, Acting 
Secretary of State, sat with seven 
cabinet members in the absence of 
Secretary of State Marshall, who 
is in Moscow. Mrs. Truman also 
attended the session. 


Senator Kem (Rep.), Missouri, 
after hearing the address, issued 
this statement: 

“President Truman has asked 
Congress in effect to declare an 
American frontier on the Helles- 
pont, to be held, if need be, by 
American blood, and to accept 
from the British the Pandora's 
box of Middle Eastern power pol- 
ities. 

“The people are entitled to more 
facts than have been presented 
by the President. Then perhaps 
we shall décide to take the steps. 
This much is certain: It should 
not be taken without a full recog- 
nition by our people, particularly 
by our young men and women, of 
its dread implications.”

Yet 
it requires no extra-sensory per- 
ception to note the growing pre- 
ponderance of American political 
influence in this country. 

The first in point is that 
of capable young American Am- 
bassador George Allen.

American Technicians. 


Allen's role is but one straw in 
the wind among many. An eleven- 
man team of engineers from Mor- 
rison-Knudsen, an American engi- 
neering firm, is now making an 
extensive survey to determine how 
the resources of Iran can be ex- 
ploited to raise the living stand- 
ards of the people. An American 
military mission headed by Gen. 
Robert Grew is re-organizing the 
Iranian Army. Gen. H. Norman 
Schwarzkopf, once New Jersey 
‘gtate poiice chief, runs the Iranian 

erie. An American, Dr.“ 
Bennet Avery, as special adviser 
to the Ministry of Health, has in- 
stituted a remarkable program to 
improve the low standard of 
Iranian health. Iranian finance 
ministers come and go, but Ameri- 
ean financial advisers like Harold 
Gresham and Henry Weems re- 
main. And so it goes. 

There is no sinister, hidden 
American imperialism in all this. 
Such Americans are here at the. 
invitation of the Iranian Govern- 
ment, yet the fact remains that 
through them the United States, 
whose influence here was until re- 
cently confined to an occasional 
elderly misajonary, is now deeply 
involved in what is happening: in 
this country.

It has long been customary for the United 
States, both by public and private generosity, to 
open its purse to alleviate misery abroad. We 
must again open the purse—regardless of what 
it does to the G. O. P. budget—but we must also 
open our intellects, World influence isn’t pur- 
chasable by check. It must be accompanied by 
our hearts and by our brains. We must export 
money and coal and wheat, but, if we are to 
combat the dynamism of Communism, we must 
also export our ideas and principles and see that

When the House Labor Committee begins 
hearings on a Missouri FEC bill today, the 
legislators might make inquiry. of New York.

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To Hobble the State Patrol 

For years; a clique of criminal lawyers in the 
Missouri Legislature has operated to make life 
easier and safer for their clients. That is why 
all attempts at revising the State’s archaic crimi- 
nal code have failed. That is why the law is 
full of technicalities to hamstring prosecutors. 

This clique is now on the offensive. It has 
perfected a bill in the State Senate whose effect 
would be to prevent the state patrol from hold- 
ing a prisoner while investigating the case and 
collecting evidence. This the patrol has done 
with skiil—and in sharp contrast to the bungling 
or lackadaisical efforts of the ordinary rural 
peace officer. . 

Under the bill now ready for passage, volun- 
tary confessions of criminals are not admissible 
‘as evidence if it can be shown that the prisoners 
were not “forthwith” taken before a magistrate. 
Of course, no crook is going to break down and 
tell all if he knows that the patrolman cannot 
take time to question him and to gather evi- 
dence, Once before a magistrate, he can obtain 
bond, frame an alibi and, be free otherwise to 
cover up his tracks. 

Senator Hawkins, who alone made any real 
fight against the measure, called it a “defense 
lawyer's bill.” That's what-it is, If it can be 
shown that the state patrolmen have misused 
their prisoners, very good, but no such showing 
was forthcoming in the debate. The fact is that 
the patrolmen have been doing a good and thor- 
ough job of preparing crime cases that are 
shyster-proof. That’s why the criminal lawyer 
clique has snapped into action. |

America must shape its own world or allow it to be shaped by 
others, editorial says; Britain cannot do it for us; today Russia is 
competing for men's loyalties; the United States has liberty and 
security for export; does it also have vision to make the investment?

What President Truman intends to tell 
the Congress today we naturally do not 
know. It is believed that he will add re- 
quests for aid for Turkey to those which 
he has already made in behalf of Greece. 


If so, it will be time enough to discuss 
the facts and details of the immediate pro- 
gram when some facts have been made 
available for discussion. The amounts, the 
kinds and the destinations of the proposed 
assistance must obviously be subjected to 
careful scrutiny. 


But it will be impossible to scrutinize 
them intelligently except against the back- 
ground of the broad issue which is already 
plain before us and for which Greece and 
Turkey are hardly more than the initial 
symbols, 

That is the issue of whether this coun- 
try is to shape its own world or allow it to 
be shaped by others. The old British Em- 
pire is no longer able to do Ahat for us, as 
it very largely did throughout most of our 
national history. , 


Shall We Resign the Task? 


During the nineteenth and early twenti- 
eth centuries the British peoples poured 
out their surpluses of money, energy, brains 
and self-confidence to establish their kind 
of world throughout a great area of the 
globe. | 

They invested in many ways, Some of 
their effort went into military power. Some 
went into the more tawdry pomps of em- 
pire. Some was wasted and lost. But some 
went into American steel mills and Argen- 
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tine railroads and Malayan rubber planta- 


tions, 

Much went into raising the standards of 
living and health and education in vast 
areas of the earth, and much went into 
stabilizing the nineteenth-century interna- 
tional society and maintaining .it, for as 
long as that was possible, against the 
shocks which might otherwise much soon- 
er have destroyed it. 

That is a function which the old British 


Empire is no longer able to perform. But 
it must be performed in some way for the 
new international society emerging from 
the two wars. 

The simple question confronting the 
United States is whether we are to resign 
the task to the Soviet Union or whether 
we are to share in it, to defend a viable 
area of political democracy and regulated 
free-enterprise economy in the world and 
so to demonstrate that our own system 
possesses the vitality, the courage and the 
outgoing energies without which it will be 
doomed to certain extinction, 


What Russia and U.S. Have to Sell 


There is far too much talk about possi- 
ble war between Russia and the United 
States and far too little realization of the 
existing competition between the two sys- 
tems for men’s minds and loyalties, 


Like Britain in the last century, the So- 
viet Union has a great deal more to export 
than bullets, It has energy and enthusiasm; 
it has order, full employment, the classless 
society, the end of the grosser forms of 
social injustice. But the totalitarian sub- 
jection and the NKVD inevitably go with 
them, 

The United States has for export indi- 
vidual liberty and personal security, it has 
the highest standard of living, the greatest 
economic freedom, the best technical skills, 
the greatest liberty of cultural and political 
expression known to the world, But do we 
possess the energy and self-confidence to 
export, to invest these values? 


The confidence was there after the first 
war, when we poured out our foreign loans 
and dreamed our visions of empire, but the 
wisdom was not. We now have greater 
wisdom; we have the knowledge and many 
of the requisite agencies to invest soundly

The Joseph Pulitzer Commemorative Stamp 


From the Atlanta Journal 


Those incorrigible enthusiasts known as 
philatelists will, of course, be interested 
but newspaper people will have an especial 
pride in the fact that the Post Office 
Department is going to issue a 3-cent com- 
memorative stamp in honor of Joseph Pu- 
litzer. It will go on sale April 10, which 
will be the 100th anniversary of the birth 
of the great journalist. 

Unless Benjamin Franklin is to be count- 
ed, the Pulitzer stamp will be the first rec- 
ognition ever given in such way to a news- 
paper man, Old Ben was a printer, a pam- 
phieteer and publisher of renown, but we 
fancy his benign countenance appears on 
stamps rather as a statesman, diplomat 
and, maybe, scientist. 

The Hungarian immigrant Pulitzer is 
one of the titans of our profession. His 
tradition is a heritage that inspires every 
youngster breaking into “the game.” He 
was brave to the point of recklessness, 
stanch to the point of intransigence, His 
St. Louls Post-Dispatch still earries on long 


after his death as one of the beacons of 
American journalism. 

But in thinking of Pulitzer we always 
revert to One saying of his among the 
many: 

“IT hate the idea of passing away known 
only as the proprietor of the paper. Not 
property but politics was my passion, and 
not even politics in the general, selfish 
sense, but politics in the sense of liberty 
and freedom and ideals of justice.”

Between Book Ends 


The “Right Hands in India 
DIVIDED INDIA, by Robert Aura Smith. (Whittlesey 

Neuste, New York. 

Britain has now promised to evacuate In- 
dia by June, 1948; and has replaced Viceroy 
Wavell with Mountbatten, charging the lat- 
ter with the responsibility of placing the 
new Indian “constitutional” government in 


the “right hands.” 


But “Divided India,” penned by a New 
York Times reporter is a very pro-British 
book, and it shows very much what the 
British mean by the “right” hands, They 
intend that “right” in a political sense. 

Smith is reasonably objective at times, 
but his sympathies show like a mis-hung 
slip in his very unwillingness to take a 
strong stand on the character of the new 
government. He begins the book frowning 
about the division of ideas in India, “hop- 
ing” that things will come out all right un- 
der statehood, then ends the book on the 
same indecisive note—“India has reason to 
hope for the future, But it is a divided 
India that approaches it.” ä 

Among educated Indians, there are th 
large forces—the All-India Congress, dom- 
inated by Hindus; the Moslem League of 
the Mohammedans; and the growing and 
vocal Communist Party. The latter, like 
the Chinese Communist Party, operates 
with a particular Indian revision of 
Marxism, 


* * * 


Numerically, these groups are hard to 
peg, but they certainly run in that descend- 
ing order. The first two find friendly ears 
in the British elements, while the third 
and smallest is inarticulate in New Delhi. 
but has undetermined strength with the 
uneducated but stirring Indian masses. 

Here is a major reporter putting auto- 
matic faith in British sincerity. Nowhere 
does Smith propose that the U.N. handle 
this crucial coloniai problem. Certainly it 
must be obvious that the British are using 
this period of transition to make certain 
that the new government comprises the 
same Indian industrialists British industry 
fostered during its regime—the same Indian 
industry that built up a World War IT sit- 
uation where the British now owe India a 
war debt it probably never will pay. 

Unlike China, about which so many books 
critical of Western imperialism fortunately 
get into print, India still draws blank 
pro-British writers like Smith, in dbminant 
numbers. 

Only a few writers like R. Palme Dutto, 
Kate Mitchell, and Kum Goshal are 
searching in the turbulent Indian scene for 
a genuinely democratic future to follow the 
colonial mess. The rest are still apologiz- 
ing for British mistakes.

CHICAGO ORCHESTRA 
IN CONCERT HERE 


Program at Auditorium Closes 
Civic Music League’s 
Twenty-Third Season. 


— — 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

The Civic Music League closed 
its twenty-third season last night 
in Kiel Auditorium with a con- 
cert by the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. Desire Defauw, the re- 
tiring conductor, led the 100-strong 
band through a program that in- 
cluded such favorites of the stand- 
ard repertory as Beethoven's Sev- 
enth Symphony, Strauss’s “Don 
Juan” and the overture to Sme- 
tana’s Bartered Bride.” The only 
approach to novelty was in the 
“Alborado del Gracioso” of Ravel 


and Mr. Defauw’s transcriptions 
of three organ chorales by Franck. 

The visitors showed the same 
solid qualities of discipline and 
cohesiveness as were in evidence 
last year, It is a first-class or- 
chestra in all departments with a 
rich depth of tone, an alert re- 
sponsiveness to direction, accur- 
acy of execution and excellent 
first desk players. In general 
however, the various readings 
were effective more as outpour- 
ings of agreeable sound than as 
evidences of interpretive insight. 

In the Beethoven symphony the 
expression marks were read lit- 
erally with the possible exception 
of the trio in the third movement 
which was taken a little more 
slowly than the directions indi- 
cate. The result was a reasonably 
orthodox performance that had 
size and weight but not much 
nuance. One got the impression 
that Mr. Defauw cared little for 
closely shaded, expressive inflec- 
tion of details—even of critical 
details—and considered that the 
meaning of the work could be 
fully communicated in broad 
strokes. In any case that was 
the way it sounded. 

In the final movement he ran 
into the usual difficulties. The 
pace was fast and spirited but 
the pattern of notes in the re- 
curring figure was blurred. How 
to articulate those notes and 
keep the nfovement fast enough 
to sound energetic is still a prob- 
lem that very few conductors have 
solved. : 

Mr, Defauw and the orchestra 
seemed much closer to the under- 
lying feeling of the music in the 
Franck chorales than in any other 
number. Ravel's “Alborado del 
Gracioso” was another case where 
the dynamics were accurate and 
the tempo just but the spirit was 
missing. A kind of grotesquerie, 
deft and ironic,:is the essence of 
its character. What came out was 
dry and inexpressive.

A. Originally, it was a stick or 

rod used in stirring a swizzle, a 

mixed drink of spirits, sugar, bit- 

ters, and crushed ice. The origin 
of swizzle is uncertain. 


Q. What is the origin of the 


word carillon, and am I correct in 
pronouncing it “ka-ri-yen?”—E, R. 

A. Carillon is a word borrowed 
from the French, in which lan- 
guage it is pronounced: ka-ree- 
YAW(N) — (N) indicates the 
French nasal sound, and not the 
sound of the consonant n.“ 

The French carillon is from the 
Latin quaternio, “the number 4,” 
hence, a collection of four like 
things. The first carillons, then, 
were chimes of four bells only. 
But nowadays, carillons have as 
many as three chromatic octaves, 
and sometimes more. 

In the first choice pronuncia- 
tion, the “a” is flat as in claret, 
carrot, thus: KAR-i-lahn, Second 
choice: kuh-RILL-yun, 


Q. Please explain the word 
“circa” used before a date, as, 
“circa 1066 A. D.”—P, C. 

A. Cirea (from circus) is Latin 
for “around, round about, all 
around, in the environs or neigh- 
borhood.“ When used with a date, 
it simply means “about, approxi- 
mately.” The English pronuncia- 
tion is: SER-kuh, the first syllable 
rhyming with “her, per.” 

Incidentally, the circus orig 
inally was an oval track for 
e ot races and public games. 
The modern circus retains the 
name because of the oval shape of 
the tent, the tiers of seats, and 
the track which separates the 
seats from the rings and plat- 
forms. 

In England, circus has the ad- 
ditional meaning of “a circular, 
park-like space at the intersection 
of streets.”

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Pass Pass . 

West, assuming that his part- 
ner’s double was based largely on 
an extreme shortness in clubs, laid 
down the ace of that suit and fol- 
lowed up with a low card. To his 
disappointment, it was the declar- 
er who ruffed the second round 
however. A low spade was led te 
the king and the heart 10 was re- 
turned, East’s trumps were picked 
up without the slightest difficulty; 
then declarer led a spade to the 
ace and returned dummy last 
spade toward his own jack. East 
took the queen, but now the dia- 
mond shift availed the defenders 
exactly nothing. Declarer put up 
the diamond ace and cashed the 
good spade jack, to discard dum- 
my's remaining diamond. There 
was simply no defense against five 
hearts. 

It is quite true that East-West 
were bound to show a loss in this 
deal since their opponents had 
much the better of the cards, but 
it is also true that if East had 
not made his remarkably optimistie 
double, he would have saved 500 
points by avoiding the redouble. 
Also, if he had been as quiet as he 
should have been, West might have 
decided to sacrifice at six clubs 
and easily could have held his loss 
to one spade and two diamonds. 

As it was, West of course could 
have made the same sacrifice, but 
how was he to know that his part- 
ner had made such a ‘fantastic 
penalty double? It was too ag- 
gressive for East to enter the auc- 
tion at any stage—his three-spade 
bid was atrocious — but that he 
should have had the nerve to dou- 
ble five hearts is beyond compre- 
hension.

RISP, tender leafy vegetables 
(sven as green cabbage, crimpy 

lettuce or fleshy whorls of 
spinach are one fo the mu ts“ 
of green salads. But so is a de 
liclous, mellow flavored vinegar. 
The modern woman has a great 
advantage over her grandmother 
for making fine salad. If she has 
access to a modern grocery, and 
they’re all over this land in towns 
of a thousand up, she can buy 
crisp vegetables the year round 
and the finest of vinegar-cider, 
tarragon and malt. The heavy 
flavor of malt and the tangy one 
of tarragon are well adapted for 
making the simplest cold or hot 
salad. Use tarragon the next time 
you make cole slaw, wilted lettuce 
or hot potato salad and your fam- 
ily will think you are offering 
them something .brand-new and 
unusually delicious. 


Remember that vinegar is prin- 
cipally acetic acid and it as well 
as the tarragon flavor are volatile 
they'll evaporate just like fine 
rfume. So the experienced cook 
is quick to replace the cap or cork 
just as sogn as she has removed 
the desired amount of vinegar. For 


be served promptly once the vine- 
gar veep | has been added, Im- 
mediately after it is added is when 
the food is going to be most pleas- 
ant for eating. And vinegar has 
the effect of wilting greens also, 
so all things together work for 
good, if the cook is energetic, but 
they don’t work s0 good for the 
slow gocr. 

Simple Seasoned Vinegar Salads 

Three cups medium fine shred- 
ded green cabbage, one table- 
spoon finely sliced onion, one 
fourth cup thinly sliced radishes, 
one teaspoon sugar, ore-fourth 
teaspoon salt, dash black pepper, 
three teaspoons tarragon or malt 
vinegar. 

Turn the first three ingredients, 
freshly prepared, into a cold salad 
bowl. Sprinkle on sugar, salt and 
pepper. Drizzle on the vinegar. 
Then toss just enough to distribute 
seasonings, and vinegar. Serve 
immediately. Serves four. 

Three cups coarsely broken head 
lettuce, one cup sliced cucumbers, 
one tablespoon thinly _ sliced 
onions, one medium, firm, ripe to- 
mato; one teaspoon sugar, one 
half teaspoon salt, dash pepper, 
three teaspoons tarragon vinegar. 

Break lettuce into a cold salad 
bowl. Slice cucumber over top, 
then add the onion and the toma- 
to cut into eight lengthwise sec- 
tions. Sprinkle on sugar, salt and 
pepper, then drizzle vinegar over 
top. Toss lightly and just enough 
to coat all the vegetables with 
vinegar and seasonings. Four 
servings.

one tablespoon chives, one-half 
teaspoon salt. Spread carrot-nut 
filling made as follows on four 
other slices of bread: Combine 
thoroughly one cup shredded car- 
rot, one-fourth cup chopped nuts, 
one-fourth cup. chopped celery, 
one-third cup mayonnaise, one 
eighth teaspoon salt. Place one 
slice of bread with carrot-nut fill- 
ing on top of the cottage cheese 
slice, and top this with remaining 
slices of buttered bread. Cut 
across in fourths and serve with 
cut side facing up on sandwich 
plate. Four sandwiches. 
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
